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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-5, 7-10 and 12 have been cancelled. Claim 11 has been withdrawn. 
Claims 6 and 1 1 are pending and claim 6 is under examination. 

Withdrawn rejections: 

Applicant's amendments and arguments filed 9/16/08 are acknowledged and 
have been fully considered. Any rejection and/or objection not specifically addressed 
below is herein withdrawn for the following reasons. The double patenting rejections are 
withdrawn because 1 1/000700 and 10/517872 teach a genus of phosphonates but do 
not teach or direct one to the specie bis(2-ethylhexyl)-2-ethylhexylphosphonate instantly 
claimed. The 103 rejection is addressed below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited art 
does not teach alone or in combination the instantly claimed herbicidal composition with 
less than 0.5% w/v bis(2-ethylhexyl)-2-ethylhexylphosphonate. The primary reference 
teaches the cyclohexanedione mesotrione but when mixing with adjuvants Pringnitz 
teaches that one should follow the recommendations on the manufacturers label and 
improper selection may reduce weed control or increase crop injury (page 2 of 3, 
Pringnitz, Weed Science, April 1998). The manufacturer's label of mesotrione 2005 (see 
page 14 of 14 of 2005 Syngenta Callisto) teaches under the heading of Adjuvants (page 
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8 of 14) the adjuvants crop oil concentrates (COC), non-ionic surfactant, UAN and AMS. 
Nothing directs one to use 0.5% w/v bis(2-ethylhexyl)-2-ethylhexylphosphonate with 
mesotrione. Furthermore, Applicant has shown that mesotrione + 1% COC and 2.5% 
UAN requires 80 g/ha to achieve 90+ activity against a variety of weeds whereas only 
20 g/ha mesotrione + 0.5% bis(2-ethylhexyl)-2-ethylhexylphosphonate is required for 
similar results (See Table 1 of the instant specification). Clearly this is unexpected. 
Therefore, the 103 rejection is withdrawn and the claim allowed. The Examiner is 
rejoining claim 1 1 because it is commensurate in scope with the examined subject 
matter.
